Other 
vices lay waite for us on earth, bur 
this ſets traps almoſt in heaven ix 
ſelfe ; it invades him on all fidcs 
that is buſied in vertues : Yea rhe 
more holily one liveth, by this i: 
takesSto it felte the more liberty , 
and ruſhes on fo much the bolder 
by how much the more defence i; 
ſces againit it {elfe ; it encrealce!:, 
and gets ſtrength from our vertues. 
Every ſort of Vermine, as Froggs, 
Mice, Mothes, Bectles, Wormes, 
and ſuch kind of Creatures a:

. How ſweet was it to the Prophe 
Tonah , to repoſe at noone unde 
his ſhady Gourd? one little worm: 
confounded all that amenity. Af 
rer this manner our good work: 
Houriſh, like a tree ſpreading fort! 
his fruicfull armes, but as ſoone #1 
the worme of Pride bites thi;

cloath a hundred Gibbers with hig 
body, put on fixe hundred tortu. 
ring Wheelers , purple a thouſand 
Axes, and dye a thouſand times , 
unleiſe that bee done for Chriſt , 
in Gods cauſe, with a holy in- 
tention, hee may dye, but he ſhall 
" never bee a Martyr 3 that ſhall pro. 
tir him nothing unto heavenly glo- 
ry.

A man 
turnes into a beaſt,if a beaſts heart 
bee planted in him ; a beaſt turnes 
into a man, if a mans heart bee 
added to him, God would have 
NebuchadneFer the King to bec 
made a Beait, and to five among 
them as one of them ; therefore 
nee commanded , Let bus heart be 
ranged fi on mais, anl let a Beafts 
ieart bee given him, Dan. 4. 16.

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but G O D would that this Beaſt 
ſhould againe bee changed into 1 
man ; it was done : and, it ſtood 
upon his feet as a man, and a 
mans heart was given to It. Dan. 
7. 4. Such is the intention, tie 
heart of all things, which we doe. 

Conl:Jer me here I pray you, 
the ſame ſentence pronounced in 
two Courts. In the Court of Hie- 
ruſalem, Caiphas the High Prieſt 
being Preſident, in a full aſſembly 
Ot Senators it was faid : /f is expe- 
dicnt for us that one man dye for 
the people, and that the whole Na+ 
tion periſh not. 10h, 11. $0, This 
the chiefe Prieſt Decreed, the reſt 
labſcribed. 

The very ſame thing was De- 
creed in the Court” of Heaven, by 
the moſt Holy Trinity : It u expe- 
dient that one man dye for the peo- 
ple. But this ſame decretory Sen 
rence, was indeed in thre Connſc!! 
of Aeruſalem a thing of greateſt 
folly and injuſtice ; in the heavenly 
Countell- of greateſt Wiſedome 
and Iuſtice : there the Savage 
heart of Caithu , and- the Sena- 
tours by his malice and envic was 
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ſtirred up , 2gaiolt this one man z 
but here the Divine Heart was car» 
ricd with exceeding love towards 
this man, Thus the heart is the 
beginning of life; and even as the 
heart bzing hurt, death is nigh to 
all the faculties of the ſame : to no 
worke of man can bee tearmed li= 
yving , Which wants this heart, 
which is not for God : all labour 
ishs good as dead , whatſoever is 
deſtitute of this living intention. 
Appianus Alexandrinu relates 2 
marvelous thing of two heartleile 
Sacrifices. Julius Ce/ar the ſame 
day which hee fell in Court, bes 
fore hce went into the Senate , 
mide the accuſtomed Offering : 
ne beaſt opened, there was no 
heart. T he Southſazer Prophecy- 
inz, 1 know n0t what ef the Empe- 
10urs death, Tulfus laught, and 
:ommanded anotherto be brought, 
and this alio wanted a heart. Mar- 
vellous indeed, twice marvellous. 
Ctero t. 2, de Divin. And by 
what mcanes could a Creature live 
withour a heart , whether then at 
tirft conſumed, or clſc wanting be- 
forc? if before , and how did it 
live ? 
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lirze ? if then, and hovy was it con- 
ſumed ? Whatſoever the: matter 
bee , a Beait offered in Sacrifice 
without a hearc,vvas a (ſure meſicn- 
ger of Death ſo zlſo a wotke 
without a rightintentiony is a dead 
workez unprofitable, none. There 
fore heepe thy heart above all hce- 
ping , for out of it are the «ſues of 
life. Prov. 4 23. Therefore how 
often ſocycr wee undertake any 
buſineſſe, either about to pray , or 
t9 heare divine dervice, or to give 
almes, or to doe any other thing , 
|2t us care for this onely , and be- 
fore all chings, that ſuch a heart 
aSthis bee not wanting ro us in 
theſe aRions , that by a right in- 
tention wee may doe all things for 
Gods honour. It is nor vertue,nor 
any rizht deed, whercunto the beſt 
part of all, a right intention 1s dC = 
ticienc. Looke to your ſelves that 
yee looſe nt the things .yee have 
wrought, but that you may receive 
a full reward, 76h.

Wee ſaid in the ſecond Chap- 
ter , that to beware a fault onely 
with that mind, left the fault may 
bee puniſhed in flames, is an inten» 
tion not to bee condemned, bur 
by no meanes pure z nor of ſo 
oreat price in Gods eſtimation, 
And even as that Citizen 15 not ot 
{o good note, Which preciſely kee- 
peth that Civicke law of not ma- 
king Feaſts out of the City , yet 
not for reverence of the Law , but 
tor love of his mony ; hee {pares 
his purſe, not his credit; tor hee 
fhould drinke ſo much dearer then 
another in Country T avernes, 
therefore hee rather Gormandiſerth

gether the pureſt intention, to 0-

him, Therefore when in the deep 
of Winter hee went into the cold 
water to waſh himſelte, and the 
people "came in abuundance te 
the (peacle ; and ſome alſo pitty- 
ing the man, did as well entreat 
that hee would ſpare himſelfe. 
Plato among the lookers on cryed 
out: kf yee wil! have pitty upos him, 

et you gone. Plato knew the qua- 
ity of this diſeaſe, which is then 
forſaken of its owne ſtrength , 
vyhen it wants the eycs and cares 
of others, 

Take heed that yee doe not 
your Almes before men, t0 bee 
/eene of them : as much as others 
doeſeeke the eyes of men, ſo mic! 
doe you avoid them. Ariftorle true- 
iy accounts lym magnanimous y 
which will have neither more nor 
:efle honour beſtowed upon him, 
then 
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then is fir, iſt. l, 1. mor. 6. 25: 
But in the Academy of Chriſt this 
precep! is expleded. Chriſt judges 
cth him mgnammous, which can 
deſpiſe all honour , and himſelfe 
moreover. Surely no honour what- 
ſever ſhall bee a reward worthy 
enough for yertue. Honour is a 
light and inconſtant poſſeſſion , 
and playes the raaagate like a 
ſtranger, nor is in the power of the 
honoured, but of the honourer.

But thou maiſt 
ſay perhaps, / defire not to be com- 
mended of men alone, but of GOD 
and men together. 0 my good 
friend, thou halt not yet knowne 
God, if it ſufficech thee not to bee 
praiſed of God onely. The Arke 
of GOD, .nd the [dule of Da- 
gon are no more then the Arke: 
Let God therefore be ſo much to 
thee, as God and all other things 
cogether. T hou knoweſt alſo that 
Chriſt and the World are not 
friends, why therefore wilt thou 
be enriched or commended by the 
enemy of Chiiſt Þ neither art thou 
ignorant that God hath a care of 
thee, if it may be for thy profic ; 
hee will (poile Eg ypr, that he may 
furniſhthee. The greateſt reward 
of vertue is, that ſhe ſuffereth nor 
her friends to lye hid ; ſhee brings

reward with God howlocver , 
who reſpeRerh not of what kind 
the worke is, as from what kind 
of endeayour and induſtry it pro- 
ceedeth, There be ſome that ex- 
cell in ſtrength, or wit, or under- 
tanding, and thoſe things which 
are exceeding hard to ethers, they 
doe as it were in ſpore. Others 
againe there bee , which either
